Muskegon, Mich., June 29.—Mayor 


James Balbirnie was assassinated at 
noon today by J. W. Tayer, a disap- 
pointed office-seeker. 
Tayer 
shot 


Mayor Balbirnie while the later was 
standing in the doorway of his store. 
The ball entered his left breast above 
the nipple. After the shooting Bal- 
birnie turned and ran upstairs to his 
living rooms and dropped in the hall. 
He expired fifteen minutes later. 
Tayer swallowed some carbolic acid 
and then turned the revolver upon 
himself and fired. The ball entered 
his left breast. He died at 1 o'clock. 


John F. Tayer was ex-city poor di- 


rector. A^ the time of the shooting 
Western avenue, the main thorough- 
fare, on which the mayor's store is 
situated, was filled with people. 


After the mayor was shot, he stag- 


gered, turned around and ran up- 
stairs. Before he reached the stair- 
way Tayer was lying on the walk 
with a bullet through his breast. 
Fearing that he had not completed 
his awful work, Tayer swallowed 
the contents of a bottle of carbolic 
acid. He was removed to the city 
hall, where he died at 1 o'clock. 


The affair arose over Mayor Bal- 


birnie's refusal to re-appoint Tayer 
director of the city poor. 


Tayer had been director for the 


poor for some years, but was recent- 
ly ousted. 
He then made applica- 


tion for the position of sexton and 
was refused. 
He had 
evidently 


brooded over the matter and his 
fiendish acts were premeditated.

A MURDERER HANGED.

DISEASES. 


Indianapolis, June 29.—At the re- 


cent annual meeting of the Indiana 
State Medical society a resolution in- 
troduced by Secretary Hurty, of the 
state board of health, was adopted, 
appointing a committee to draft an 
address to the people of the state up- 
on the prevention of tuberculosis 
and small pox. 
The work of the 


committee was outlined by the state 
association. 
The members appoint- 


ed were C. A. Daugherty, of South 
Bend; George Knapp, of Vincennes, 
and Theodore Potter, of this city. 
The committee yesterday completed 
the address, which is as follows: 


"It has ever been the duty and the 


pride of the medical profession to 
try to protect the public against 
avoidable diseases, bodily injuries 


There is no longer any doubt but 


that Fort Wayne will get a valuable 
trophy of the recent war with Spain. 
Four of the cannon captured from the 
Spaniards are to be presented to In- 
diana cities and The Sentinel is in re- 
ceipt of a special telegram from In- 
dianapolis this afternoon stating that 
Governor Mount has been notified by 
the navy 
department 
that 
Fort 


Wayne is one of the four favored 
cities. 
The others are Columbus, 


South Bend and Evansville. 


The movement to secure this trophy 


for Fort Wayne originated with the 
Union Veteran Legion and they had 
assurances, as stated in The Sentinel 
some time ago, that their 
efforts 


would be successful. The official no- 
tification today, Jiowever, removes all 
possibility of failure. 
It is the de- 


sign of the Union Veteran Legion to 
place the cannon in Old Fort park, 
with appropriate exercises. The Old 
Fort park is historic ground and the 
captured gun will add much interest 
in commemorating the valor of the 
newer American heroes. 


One of the boldest robberies which 


ever occurred in the vicinity of Fort 
Wayne was committed last evening 
on the New Haven road between the 
hours of 7 and 9 o'clock. 


Henry Wichman, who is employed 


as a night car inspector in the east 
yards of the Pennsylvania company, 
resides with his family on New Ha- 
ven avenue, -just 
outside the 
city 


limits. Mr. Wichman is one of those 
citizens who saves his money and he 
had accumulated about $400 which 
was in a bureau drawer at his home. 
After he went to work last evening the 
other members of the family went to 
a neighbor's for an evening's visit 
returning 
home shortly after 9 


o'clock. When they entered the house 
it was noticed that a window had 
been opened at the west side of the 
kitchen. One of the slats in the 
blind had been broken and the fast- 
ening in the window was loosened. 


An investigation upstairs devel- 


oped that some person had ransacked 
the middle drawers in two bureaus. 
From one had been taken a roll of 
money amounting to $4UO, which Mr. 
Wichman had saved from his earn- 
ings. A watch in the same drawer 
was undisturbed and a neat sum of 
money belonging to Mr. Wichman's 
brother, which was in a bureau in 
another room was not taken. The 
house was not searched, only the two 
bureaus having been disturbed. 


The thief had 
found access easy 


through 
the window after he had 


once unloosened the fastenings and 
although it was early no one in the 
vicinity either heard or saw 
him. 


The adjoining residence was not over 
ten feet away and the family was at 
at home while the robbery was being 
committed. 


The theft was immediately report- 


ed to Sheriff Melching, who notified 
the police department and officers im- 
mediately commenced work on 
the 


case. While there is no direct clew 
to the burglars the officers have sus- 


nificant risks, the disease-preventing 
and death-preventing effects vastly 
outweighing such risks. 


"5. That, upon the basis of these

to address the public upon the pre- 
vention of two most serious diseases, 
small pox and tuberculosis; the one 
the pest of the last century, but now 
happily avoidable by well known 
means; the other the present, but not 
hopeless scoTOge of our race. 


CONCERNING TUBERCULOSIS. 
"The State Medical society feels 


warranted and impelled to address 
to the public the following proposi- 
tions concerning tuberculosis: 


"1. That tuberculosis is caused by 


certain known germs. 


"2. 
That while heredity may in 


many instances furnish a favorable 
soil for infection, in a large propor- 
tion of the cases the disease is ac- 
quired after birth. 


"3. That the germs are present 


and demonstrable in the products 
thrown off from the seat of disease 
in men and animals. 


"4. That these germs may, espe- 


cially within doors, retain their life 
and virulence for a long time, being 
demonstrably capable of reproducing 
the disease. 


"5. That while in most cases it is 


impossible, on account of the insid- 
ious development of the disease, to 
demonstrate the exact time and place 
of infection, the fact of such infection 
is unquestionable. 


"6. 
That by proper and simple 


means, thoroughly carried out to pre- 
vent the scattering of these living 
germs from men and animals, the 
danger surrounding persons and ani- 
mals so affected, and the spread of 
the disease to others, may in large 
measure be prevented. 


"7. That a rational manner of life, 


as regards the simple, fundamental 
factors of health and development,

MUCH GOOD EXPECTED FBOM 


TUBERCULOSIS CONGRESS. 


The Question of a Serum to Combat 


Consumption Is Interesting' 


Profession, 


Washington, D. C., June 20.—Sui- 


geon 3. C. Boyd, of the navy, one of 
the United States delegates to the re- 
cent tuberculosis congiess in Berlin, 
lias returned to Washington and is 
preparing a raport for the dspai tmeiit 
on the work of the congress. 


Dr. Boyd thinks the results of the 


congress will be impoitant. 
The 


chief question now inteiesting the 
pioiession is the preparation of an 
effective serum to combat the dis-eare. 
The most piomising work in this con- 
nection is that of Dr. Beihing, one of 
the most prominent of the European 
•specialists. The results obtained by 
Dr. Behring have attracted the at- 
tention of the medical woild pin1 are 
being1 pushed as rapidly PS is con- 
sistent with careful scientific woik. 
The profession sees no leason why 
the development of a tuberculosis 
serum should not revolutionize the 
mortality late in consumption as 
much as the development of the anti- 
toxine of diphtheria. 
The develop- 


ment of consumptive sanitariums in 
Europe is another matter that has at- 
ti acted much interest among the pio- 
fession on this side of the Atlantic. 
It is now assured that the disease in 
its eailier stages can be checked. 
With the building up of the patient's 
general condition he is less liable to 
a recurrence of the di&ease after leav- 
ing the institution even if the lung 
:issu" already destroyed cannot be re- 
placed. Even in advanced stages the 
disease can be so checked that an in- 
dividual may with caie and a good 
climate live out his allotted span 
with only a fraction of the lung atea 
posseted by a normal subject.

tive lanch in the high and dry region 
of the southwest for the benefit of 
the merchant marine 


Theie it, a large pff cent, of con- 


sumptives in this service, though 
there is but little trouble with it in 
the navy, the physical examination 
there weeding out practically all the 
suspicious cases befoie they enter the 
service.
